An industry that in one season brings 
into the Province the equivalent in value 
of every motor car here is a big factor in 
onr material progress.

Canada's Constitution 

The B.N-A. Act Woa Bigaod by Quoen 
Victoria nfty-aoTMi Tasra Ago To-«Uy, 
Incorporating Into a Dominion the 
rint Four Provincet of Canada 

March 29. lUdT, Her Majesty Queen Vlc- 
torla alcnetl the llrltish North Araertca 
Act which united the four proYincea of 
Upper Canada. Lower Canada. New Brunswick, 
and Nova flcotla In the Dumloion of Canada. 
This Act embodies our iK>litical constitution, 
and signed by the llrltish Boverelcn, forever 
marks our origin and the origin of our politi¬ 
cal inatttutiona 

An Act of Parliament is seldom a thing 
about which to grow lyrical, but concerning 
this act it la not so difficult. It was the cul- 
m^ation of a ^rsal human movement, and be¬ 
hind it stood ssc)r>humaji *>ffDrt. such splendid 
draaros and such fsasionate purpose on thh 
part of a few leaders.with vision, as stirs the 
Imagination, and before it^ because of it rises— 
no man can yet tell what,* though we who are 
the inheritors of the wealth and poaslblUtles 
of the Dominion it formed feet In our blood 
the boundless promise of the future. 

(*ouched In the age-old, prosaic, impasaiva 
worlding of the Uw, it betrays only l^ere and 
there, as though Involuntarily, the intensity of 
purpose, the mognlrtcence of the vision of ihoae 
who with so much heated debate, auch palnfttl 
care forged each phrase. Fhr too few Cana¬ 
dians have ever seen these phrases or have 
taken the trouble to look at^ all at this, the 
charter of their country’s unity. “Whereaa," 
it begina • “The Provinces of Canada. Nova 
Fcotia and New Brunswick have^expreaafd 
their desire to be federally united Into one 
Dominion under the Crown of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, with a 
(’onstltutiun similar in principle to that of the 
United Kingdom; 

“And w’hereaa such a union would eondtsea 
to the welfare of the Provinces and promote 
the interests of the British Empire: 

“And* w horcas it is expedient that pro'islon 
iiiuiln f«*r ftio' f'v#‘niu.tI''»i(Tinj#>‘loii Into the 
union of other parts of British North AmeHca: 

"Be it therefore enactetl and declared by the 
Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Ixtrda Hpiiitual 
and Temporal, and ('ommnns. In this present 
Parliament assemhied. and by the authority of 
the same, as follows: .... 

"3. It. shall l>e lawful for the Queen, by 
and with the advice of her most honorable 
Privy Council, to deirlare by proclamation that, 
'cm and after a day therein appointed, not be¬ 
ing more than six months after the passing of 
this act. the Provinces of Canada, Nova'Scotia, 
and New Bninswlck ahall form and be one 
Dominion und«T the name of Canada, and on 
and after that day those three provinces ahall 
form and -be one Dominion under that name 
accordingly. 

“ 6 . Canada shall be divided into four Prov¬ 
inces, named Ontario, Quebec. Nova Bootia. and 

New Brunswrlck.

When pressure 
Ig- applied they disgorge the Insects 
which are sometimes not only un¬ 
injured, but even alive! 

Hut perhaps the most remarkable 
of the toad's utility was manlfeated 
In Jamaica, where at one time the 
sugar crop was endangered by the 
ravages of a largs kind of rat called 
the cane or sugar-eating rat« a crea¬ 
ture ten Inches long.
